LEPROSY IN MANIL/A. 


There Is a leper scare in Manila. Through the neglect of the Spanish officials, nearly 200 lepers have escaped 


from confinement. For a time this was unknown to'.the American authorities, and the lepers were allowed to, 
wander at large. 'Orders have .been issued to the effect that all lepers will be arrested and sent to a small unin- 
habited island, south of Luzon. On this island the American ^Government will establish harborage for the lepers 
of the Philippines. They will be fed and cared for at the expense of tte Government. As far as can'be ascer- 
tained, about sixty lepers are still at large on the streets 'and' in the suburbs of Manila.

No unofficial person knows the contents of the document presented by 


the 'Spanish commissioners yesterday, but it is safe to assume that, added to 
her insistence on the reservation of her Philippine sovereignty and her prop- 
osition to arbitrate, the construction of the third 
article of the 
protocol, 


Spain has made two or three important statements. 


SPAIN ON HER HIGH HORSn. 


First—That on the ground of financial probity she cannot allow any dis- 


cussion here of the validity of her action in pledging the resources of tho 
Philippines for the payment-of the Philippine debt. 


Second—In connection with the Amerlca'n proposal to reimburse Spain for 


her pacific expenditures in the Philippines, she cannot admit of any Inquiry 
as to how she spent the proceeds of loans based on the Philippine pledges. 


HOW THE MATTER STANDS. 


If Spain has assumed this attitude—and It 1s believed she has done so— 


she practically compels the American commissioners to consider at least the 
entire Philippine debt and-.its assumption by the United States or the Phil- 
ippine' islands as a condition to' secure the amiable surrender of her sover- 
eignty over those islands. 
It is difficult to understand how the Americans can reply to 'this In any; 


other manner than iby strictly outlining their position and giving the Span- 
iards a time limit in which to accept the propositions of the United States, 
but the American commissioners may patiently continue their endeavors to
